Captain  Scareii  Theiu  oil' After  They^  !Se- 
cure  his  Fimt  Keiolver  aud  Pursues 
Th*iu  With  a  Second— He  Lo«e8  a  Valua- 
ble Gold  Watch  and  Keceivesa  Bullet  in 
the  leg.  

The  appended  sensational  account  ot  a 
desperate  fight  between  four  highway  rob- 
l)er8  and  Captain  Ira" F.  Holt  at  "Detroit 
last  Tueeday  night  will  be  read  with  eager- 
nesB  by  Duluthians.  Capt.  Holt  h»s 
passed  his  summers  ia  Duluth  for  several 
years  and  is  generally  known  and  highly 
respected  here.  He  has  buHiopss  interests 
here  and  is  the  owner  of  Holt's  Duluth  A 
North  Shore  line  of  steam  boats  including 
the  favorite  R.  G.  Stewart.  His  many 
friends  here  will  be  glad  to  know  that  he 
oBcaped  so  fortunately  aud  will  applaud 
his  remarkable  pluck: 

CAPT.  HOLT    AND   Tilt)    llOnUEHB. 

Detroit  Evening  Journal:  Several  revol- 
ver "bangs"  disturbed  the  serenity  which 
was  lingering  about  the  precincts  of  Park 
and  Bagg  streets  at  7:30  last  night.  They 
were  occasioned  by  a  rencounter  between 
Capt.  Ira  I'.  Holt,  the  vessel  man,  and  four 
bold  highwaymen.  Capt.  Holt  first  noticed 
the  men  at  the  corner  aforesaid  as  he  was 
on  his  wayjiome.  Two  were  in  front  of 
him  and  two  behind.  He  was  just  wonder- 
ing what  they  were  thinking  about  when 
the  entire  four  precipitated  themselves  upon 
bim. 

Capt.  Holt  reached  into  his  overcoat 
pocket,  drew  a  "gun"  and  fired.  No  one 
was  hurt  aud  the  revolver  was  immediately 
snatched  out  of  his  baud  and  used  by  a 
rendy  robber  to  strike  Capt.  Holt's  head. 
A'lother  of  the  four  cleverly  "nipped"Capt. 
r  't's  $300  gold  watch,  and  all  foi»r  then 
i:    '  (1  iwn  Park  street. 

t  .••>♦■.  Holt  was  dazed  for  a  momen*:  by 
t!;^  (  .'tw  upon  his  head,  but  speedily  re- 
f'vff^i  and  dashed  after  the  robbers, 
jh''r-i=-7  as  he  ran.  The  thieves,  or  some 
o' '' ••>u,  at  once  turned  and  fired  a  shot, 
probably  out  of  Mr.  Holt's  revolver,  but 
without  effect. 

The  neighborhood  became  alarmed. 
Passing  pedestrians  hid  behind  steps  and 
trees,  anil  men  who  were  near  their  houses 
rushed  in  and  locked  their  doors. 

The  thieves  continued  running  and  Capt. 
Holt  after  them  at  a  rapid  gait.  At  the 
corner  of  Charlotte  avenue  and  Park  street 
the  man  with  Capt.  Holt's  revolver  turned 
and  shouted: 

"Clear  the  way,  boys,  while  I  have  an- 
other pop  at  him." 

The  highwayman  shot  three  times  at  the 
pursuer.  One  bullet  struct  Capt.  Holt  in 
the  right  leg,  just  above  the  knee.  Then 
they  turned  and  rai;  harder  than  before, 
and  turning  down  Charlotte  to  Woodward 
avenue,  disappeared  up  a  dark  alley  and 
escapad. 

Capt.  Holt,  who  is  fifty  years  old,  was 
pretty  well  winded  by  this  time  and  his 
wound  began  to  pain  him.  He  pulled  up 
at  the  corner  of  Woodward  avenue,  and 
looked  for  a  policeman.  Then  the  captain 
walked  back  to  where  he  was  first  as- 
saulted and  got  his  cane  and  hat  and  went 
to  his  house,  at  4V»0  Cass  avenue.  He 
immediately  went  to  bed.  The  two  cuts  on 
his  head  madeby  the  revolver's  butt  and  the 
wound  on  his  leg  were  dressed  by  a  physi- 
cian and  are  not  regarded  as  dangerous. 

Capt.  Holt  liad  a  large  sum  of  m^oey  in 
his  person  which  the  thieves  did  not  get. 
I'onBidorablc  oxciteinetvt  is  folt  ia  cfimipql 
circles  over  the  affair,  and  several  i)urglarH 
do  not  hesitate  to  express  their  disappro- 
val of  Capt.  Holt's  conduct  in  violating 
the  state  law  against  the  carrying  of  con- 
cealed weapons.  It  is  suggested  by  them 
that  Capt.  Holt  be  proceeded  against  at 
once  by  the  police  and  fined  to  the  full 
extent  of  the  law. 

THE  REPUBLICAN  CLUBS. 

The    Executive    Committee    iu    Session  at 
Albany  Today, 

New  York,  .Jan.  7.— The  executi%-e  com 
mittee  of  the  New  York  State  League  of 
Republican  clubs  will  hold  its  first  regular 
meeting  this  afternoon  at  theDelavanHouse, 
in  Albany,  to  perfect  the  organization  aud 
decide  upon  a  plan  of  action  for  extending 
its  work  down  to  every  school  district  in 
this  state.  It  is  expected  that  the  major- 
ity of  the  counties  will  be  represented  at 
the  meeting.  Twenty-tour  elected  delegates 
at  the  recent  National  convention  iu  Chick- 
ering  Hall,  and  several  others  have  a  num- 
ber of  the  sub-committee  that  was  ap- 
pointed to  draft  rules,  etc.,  for  the  league, 
will  meet  tomorrow  morning,  and  re- 
port its  work  to  the  committee  in  the  after- 
noon. "The  result  of  the  meeting,"  said 
Mr.  James  W.  Hawes,  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee,  "will  be  the  formal 
inauguration  of  the  league.  We  will  get 
down  to  practical  work  now.  We  fully  realize 
that  we  have  a  great  piece  of  work  to  per- 
form, but  we  intend  to  push  our  labors  un- 
til we  have  *he  party,  from  Lake  Erie  to 
Montauk  Point,  completely  and  effectively 
organized.  The  general  plan,  I  think,  will 
be  to  make  the  member  from  each  county 
responsible  for  it.  I  don't  think  the  plan 
of  assessment  adopted  at  the  convention 
will  be  changed."  This  provided  that  every 
club  in  cities  of  over  10,000  inhabitants 
should  pay  $25  on  joining  the  league.  In 
places  having  a  smaller  population  the 
initial  fee  was  fixed  at  $10.  Andrew  B. 
Humphry  today  was  chosen  t  secretary 
of  .the  National  League  of  Republican  clubs 
of, which  James  P.  Foster  is  president.  Mr. 
Humphrey  lives  in  this  city.

ing his  Wife's  Affection-A  Curious  Tale 
of  Marital  Trouble— General  Telegraph 
News  of  an  IntereMting  and  Important 
Character, 

Gra.vd  Rapids,  Mich..  Jan.  7.— The  case 
of  S.  D.  Clay,  prosecuting  attorney,  against 
Enos  Putnam,  in  which  complainant  asks 
for  $50,000  damages  for  the  alienation  of 
his  wife's  affections,  was  in  progress  this  af- 
ternoon in  the  superior  court.  The  court 
room  was  crowded  with  spectators.  Messrs. 
Smiley  and  Earle  appeared  for  the  defen- 
dant, and  Mr.  Clay  and  Attorneys  Mit- 
chell, of  lona,  an..  Godwin  aud  Adsit,  of 
Grand  Rupids  for  the  prosecution.  The 
trial  promises  to  be  very  interesting. 

The  parties  were  married  Aug.  14,  1878, 
and  lived  together  until  Oct.  1,  1885.  Mr. 
Clay  alleges  in  his  declaration,  upon  which 
the  .^uil  =3  brought,  that  Enos  Putnam  irf 
chiefly  to  blame  for  the  present  condition 
of  his  domestic  relations:  that  after  his 
marriage  with  Dr.  Frances  Rutherford 
and  up  to  the  time  of  the  interfer- 
ence of  Mr.  Putnam,  the  defendant,  his 
wife,  was  kind,  loving,  affectiouate  and 
contented,  and  all  that  he  could  ask  for  in 
a  life  companion;  that  he  enjoyed  the  com- 
fort, fellowship,  society  and  aid  of  his 
wife,  which,  but  for  the  interference  of  the 
defendant,  he  would  have  continued  to 
hold;  tha"t  the  defendant,  knowing  the 
premises  and  intending  to  injure,  prejudice, 
grieve  iind  deprive  him  of  the  comfort, 
love,  fellowship  and  aid  of  his  wife,  and  to 
alienate  and  destroy  her  affections  for  him, 
di<l,  on  December  I,  1885,  and  on  divers 
otlicr  days  and  times  before  and  after  that 
date,  entice  and  persuade  his  wife  to  de- 
part from  his  homo  and  to  remain  away 
from  him  and  to  live  separate  from  him.

CROP  CONDITIONS- 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  Sends  Out 
an  Interesting  Document. 

Washinton,  Jan.  7.— The  estimatet.  of 
acreage,  product  and  value  of  corn,  wheat 
and  oats  for  each  state  atd  territpry  hns 
been  prepared  for  publication  by  the  statis- 
tician of  the  department  of  agriculture. 
The  area  of  corn  harvested,  excluding  ab- 
andoned or  worthless  acreage,  is  72,000,- 
000  acres  in  round  numbers;  product,  1,- 
456,000,000  bushels;  value,  §046,000,000. 
The  area  of  wheat,  37,400,000  acres;  pro- 
duct, 456,000,000  bushels;  value,  .S300,- 
000,000.  The  area  in  oats  nearly 
26,000,000  acres;  product,  659,000,- 
000  bushels  ;  value,  $200,000,000. 
The  reports  of  winter  wheat  do  not  show 
much  decrease  of  area,  in  Texas  there  is 
considerable  increase  and  slight  increase  in 
some  other  states.  The  average  decline 
appears  to  be  between  one  and  two  per 
cent.  In  Kentucky,  97;  Ohio,  99;  Michi- 
gan, 98;  Indiana,  100;  Illinois,  98;  Mis- 
souri, 99;  Kansas,  98.  The  condition  is 
uffaoted  >j<>rufiwl>At  by  drynens  of  the  se.^d 
bed  in  the  districts  that  suffered  from 
drougtli  delaying  seed  germination  and 
crowth.  The  late  rains  greatly  improved 
the  situation.  The  average  of  condition  is 
95,  ranging  in  the  principal  states  from 
90  to  98.  The  condition  of  winter  rye 
coincides  very  closely  with   that  of  wheat. 

THE  STRIKERS  TIGHTENING. 

Only  O.OOO  Cars  of  Coal  Over  the  Reading 
in  a  day— Against  6,000  iu  Ordinary 
Times. 

Reading,  Pa.,  Jan.  7.— The  coal  ship- 
ments over  the  Reading  road  since  the 
opening  of  the  week  have  decreased  stea<lily 
day  by  day  and  this  morning  the  com- 
pany's tally  sheets  at  the  ofiice  in  this  city 
showed  that  hardly  six  hundred  cars  had 
come  down  the  road  f»om  sundown  last 
evening  until  today.  This  is  regarded  by 
all  conservative  parties  as  an  indication 
that  the  strikers  are  tightening  their  lead.

Wabash,  Ind.,  Jan.  7— George  Thomas,

Th« 
truth  is  not  always  regarded  by  the  courts 
as  a  sufficient  fistijucatton  for  its  publiua 
tiou  wher*  the  pnrpo.-e  or  reanlt  is  threat 
personal  injury.  The  law  fixes  its  own 
penalties  for  wrong  doing  and  the  man 
who  goes  out  with  a  newspaper  club  strik- 
ing down  private  oitisens  here  and  tfaero 
according  to  his  own  sweet  will,  even 
in  the  name  of  reform,  outrages 
the  law  as  mnch  as  he  who  goes  out  to 
strike  with  a  black  thorn  stick  or  a  shot 
gun.  Ood  help  us  when  a  newspaper  that 
would  regulate  the  earth  becomes  lord  high 
executioner  as  well  as  accuser,  judge  and 
jury. 


The  sentiment  of  the  country  is  slowly 
but  surely  drifting  toward  a  closer  regu- 
lation of  the  liquor  traffic.  Ths  recent 
decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  Stakes  settle»  the  question  as  to  ths 
right  of  the  states  to  regulate  the  traffla 
The  Ohio  constitution  prohibits  a  license 
but  th«  courts  have  sustained  the  provis- 
ion of  the  law  levying  a  tax  upon  the  busi- 
ness and  the  right  of  the  people  to  deter- 
mine to  what  extent  it  may  be  taxed  in 
their  respecive  localitiea  is  affirmed. 
The  supreme  court  of  Indiana  has  also 
made  a  decision  which  will  be  regarded  aa 
an  important  precedent  to  those  seeking 
to  break  up  the  illegal  traffic  on  prohibited 
days.  The  court  held  that  as  each  illegal 
sale  constitutes  a  complete  and  distinct 
offense,  no  man  can  be  prosecuted  under 
aa  indictment  charging  more  than  one 
illegal  sale.  Where  there  are  two  or  more 
distinct  offences,  and  only  a  single  offense 
is  charged,  the  state  must  specify  which 
particular  offense  it  will  prosecute.  If  a 
saloon  keeper,  for  instance,  should  in  viol- 
ation of  law,  sell  Jonas  a  cock  tail  before 
breakf<i9t,  and  another  t>efore  dinne  r,  and 
should  be  indicted  mersly  for  selling 
liquor  illegally,  he  coold  not  be  prosecuted 
ou  such  an  indictment,  although  ths  evi- 
dence might  be  such  as  clearly  prove 
both  offenses.  In  order  to  prosecute  ths 
dealer,  the  state  mast  specify  upo>  whioh 
of  the  sales  it  will  ask  a  conviction ;  and  if 
itprop'^ses  to  pioseeute  htm  for  both 
offenses  there  most  be  two  separata  in- 
diotmeats      and      two      separate      trials. 

That  is  to  say  if  this  precedent  is  fol- 
lowed in  other  states,  and  it  is  liable  to  be, 
and  a  saloon  keeper  sella  five  hundred 
drinks  of  a  Sunday  he  is  liable  to  five  hun- 
dred dii>t:nct  snit<  with  a  fine  and  costs  for 
each.  This  would  make  the  business  of 
riolating  law  entirely  too  expensive  to  l>« 
followed  with  impunity.  The  quicker  the 
saloon  interests  of  the  country  recognize 
the  drift  of  public  sentiment  and  check 
some  of  the  most  glaring  evils  of  the  busi- 
ness such  as  sales  to  minors  and  inebriates 
the  better  it  will  be  for  them.  Sunday  vio- 
lations may  seem  to  be  profitable  and  thera 
is  a  strong  sentiment  in  all  communitiaa 
favorable  to  the  saloons  whioh  keep  a  side 
door  open  for  the  benefit  of  their  custom 
ers  without  in  any  manner  disturbing  their 
neighbors,  but  in  view  of  the  tendency  of 
the  times  it  would  be  far  better  for  the 
liquor  dealers  to  respect  the  law.  In  Dako- 
ta there  seemsto  be  a  ooncertof  aotion  amoag 
the  saloon  men.  Whore  public  sentiment 
will  sustain  *hem  as  in  Sioux  Falls  they 
agree  to  sell  but  to  abide    the    decision  of  '

THAT  SPOTTED  MARE. 

The  Parson  Would  Rather  uut  Have  Told 
it,  but  Hhe  was  a  Good  one. 

There  was  a  peculiar  case  before  Judge 
Waterman,  of  the  circuit  court,  yesterday. 
It  was  a  suit  to  recover  the  value  of  an 
Arabian  mare  sold  in  1884,  and  hurt  iu 
transport  to  Obioago  from  South  Bend,Ind. 
This  mars  originally  was  the  property  of  a 
Methodist  minister,  who  lived  a  few  miles 
from  South  Bend,  and  combined  farming 
and  preaching  to  make  a  living.  The  mare 
he  sold  as  a  colt,  and  could  put  no  value 
OB,  had  bsen  killed  in  a  railroad  accident 
on  the  Grand  Trunk,  he  affirmed.  The 
plaintiff  claimed  |3,000  damages,  and  the 
preacher  affirmed  that  ha  had  sold  the 
mare  for  $317.50 

''Did  you  know  that  the  mare  could  trot 
before  you  sold  her,"  asked  the  plaintiff's 
lawyer,  "or  ars  you  a  judge  of  race- 
horses?" 

"Well,  not  exactly.  I  have  sold  horses 
and  bought  them." 

"Did  you  sell  the  horse  to  my  client?" 

"Yes,  sir." 

"Is  it  not  true  when  you  sold  this  horse 
it  was  for  the  reason  that  your  hoy  was 
beating  everything  on  the  road,  at  night, 
in  ths  country  with  what  you  called  the 
spotted  mare?" 

"I  object,"  said  the  railway  attorney  . 

Judge  Waterman  overruled  the  object- 
ion, and  the  parson  said,  while  his  innate 
pride  in  having  bred  a  fast  horse  showed 
itself: 

'Well,  the  boys  used  to  tell  me  that  he 
drove  hiii9  and,  geoerally  speaking,  I 
guess  that  that  'ar  spotted  mare  flnishsd 
ahead."

Karly  last  fall  the  appearance  at  Duluth 
of  Mr.  Chae.  Campbell,  a  horny  handed  in- 
dividual who  looked  as  honest  as  a  granger 
and  as  far  removed  from  guile  as  a  heathen 
Chinee,  was  the  sisnal  for  a  renewed  inter- 
est in  the  subject  of  natural  gas.  Mr.Caiup- 
bell  made  his  public  arrival   here  hv  some 
fortuitous  circumstance  jibealmost  exactly 
with  the  discovery  of  natural  gas  at  Anoka 
and  the  formation  of  a  company  for  boring 
into  the    bowels  of    mother    earth  at  both 
St.  Paul  and  Chicago.     He  stated   that  he 
was  from  the  wilds  of  Pennsylvania  where 
natural  gas  waa  the  most  prolific  product 
of  the  soil,  that  he  had  been  in  the  boring 
I  business  until    now,    he    could    tell  by  the 
I  smell  of  the  soil  what  might  be  hid  a  thous- 
I  and  feet  below  and  that  attracted  by  the 
"formation"  about  Duluth,  he  had  cruised
